Much of this sort of work 
has been going on in Minnesota for the 
past few years and has met with wonderful 
success in relieving the prairie regions 
there from their dreary, treeless aspect, and 
at the same time bringing an access of 
rainfall by drawing the clouds as they 
pass by. 

In addition to our native trees, it would 
be desirable to procure hardier sorts of 
trees from the Provinces of Quebec and 
New Brunswick, such as the sugar and 
silver leaf maples, rock and swamp elms, 
mountain ash, larch, and perhaps the 
white oak andhickory. There is a tree} 
known as the silver poplar that flourishes 
in the northern parts of Ontario, and it 
might be desirable. it is not of high value 
as timber, but it is of rapid growth, and as 
firewood is second only to maple or beech. 
Itis tough bat light. This tree must not 
be confounded, with its congener, the silver 
abele, which is worthless. The proper 
time to plant tree seeds is in the fall before | 
hard frosts come. It needs the frost ‘o 
crack the outer crust of most tree seeds be- 
fore they will sprout. 

There is no doubt that many varieties | 
of fruit trees can be grown here also, Some 
extra hardy varieties of apples have re- 
‘cently been introduced from Rau. sia, where 

they have been found to succeed in a clim- 
ate quite as coldand diy as, avd under 

similar conditions to, ours. Some of the 
native fruit of the Northwest might also be 
developed by ceveful cultivation and selec 
tion inte producing fruit much superior to | 
what is found upon them when in the state 

of nature, An ve noted the 

well-known sé: viceberry, the buffaloberry, 

and some of our native currants, gooeeber- 

ries and raspberries. Almost any of the 

varieties of strawberries that have origin- 

ated in the Alpine class of this frnit would 

be sure to succeed here, even without any 

winter covering beyond what the snow 

gives. There is, in this country, a wide 

field yet to be opened for trial and research 

in this line.

Federal Government, this places the Local 
Government of the North West at a disad- 
vantage in the matter of funds compared 
with other Provinces, and as public works |

of these lands, or at once hand them over 
to the control of the Local Government.

construction of the Manitoba Southwestern 
Railway and railroads to develop the re- 
sourres of the North Saskatchewan coun- 
try, there being no branch lines in that di- 
rection. 

Second—That a liberal policy on the part 
of the Government towards railways in 
the way of making grants of land would 
most conduce to the opening up and de- 
velopment of the cofntry, the Council 
would therefore recommend that the grants 
of land already made, or that may be made 
in the fature for railway purposes in the 
Northwest Territory at one dollar per acre 
be made free grants. 

Third—That this matter be referred to 
the Executive Council to be dealt with." 

Mr. Turriff stated that his object in mak- 
ing the motion as above was owing to the 
very large settlements that were without 
railway communication. The district he 
represented (Moose Mountain) was badly 
in need of a railway, and would not develop 
properly until railway communication was 
had, as it was unprofitable farming where 
grain had to be carried fifty miles to 
market.
